The Athens- "lark© County Library Board met at the 
Regional Library on Tuesday afternoon, August 5 , 19 6 l at 
5 o'clock. Members present were; M.B* Perry, Aicriard 
Blood worth, W. w. Wier, Mrs. J* 3. Neighbors, Mrs. ^rank 
Dudley, Trout rush Wilson and *ar« rah Hsret, 

Minutes of the p- st two meetings were read and 
approved * 

The Chairman, Troutman Wilson, reported that four 
alr-cond ltloning units had been Installed In the library 
by the Athens lief r iteration und Appliance Worn >any and that 
the bill had been sent to Mayor S h&t for payment* (The bill 
amounted to 11,004.16 plus ^JO.12 tax Tor a total of 41,034.28)* 
"Che payment of this bill by the city was in lieu of the ^1, 500,00 
in the library budget under the Contingent ^und. 

The Chairman also report ed that the bookmobile had been 
painted by the C. A, Irussell Motor Company at a cost of 
4125*00* The new color chosen for the bookmobile was yellow. 

The Director reported that no progress hrrt been made on 
securing mortars t the Welfare office on Cobb -Street for 
the bookmobile, Unofflcally she had been told that the 
cost of fixing the baserujnt of the house for the bookmobile 
would be come thing like $ 5 , 000.00 and that this was more 
than the County wanted to put into the building* 

It was reported that our new allocation of state funds 
for the yenr 1961-62 would be 4l^,&52 for rooks with a 
special allotment of 35 , 000 • 00 (which is actually federal 
funds channeled through the state)* 

A statement for a book policy for the library was 
read. It was moved by Mr* Wler and seconded by Mrs* 

Neighbors that the policy he adopted. Motion carried. 

A statement of working conditions for library personnel 
was read and discussed. Mr. >Ier moved that the statement 
be adopted as read . Mot ion was sec one ed by Mr. El oodwo rth.

The director reported that a number of persons had 
indicated on interest In "r^pid reading".

It was the concerts us of opinion of the board that 
the library would not want to sponsor such a reading course. 

Service to Negroes in the main library was discussed.

The board end or." :u the handing of library service 
to Negroes as it w ■ s n ov; be ing given. 



It was pointed out by the Director that the Dunbar 
Branch Librarian woe in bad mental state and that someone 
should be secured to help with this library* It was 
decided that for the time being the librarian might work 
as she was doing and that another person should be employed 
to help with this library. 

Social Security for the four state Paid librarians 
was discussed* 'i'he Director was asked to investigate how 
much It would cost the library for the state paid personnel 
to be covered by Social Security*

The Director reported that a letter from the Employee^

these librarians were eligible for Social Security and 
giving some of the details of the program. One of the fac- 
tors was that a referendum vote must be held among the four 
concerned to determine their wishes about participating in 
the program* A meeting with the Employee's retirement 
director should be held before February 1, It was moved 
by [ire, Menhenhall and seconded by Mr. Perry that the 
library participate in the program for any or all of the 
four staff members concerned who wished to be covered by 
Social Security, Motion was carried. 

The Chairman reported that a new librarian had been 
employed at the Dunbar Branch Library- Che is Pauline Cobb, 
The Director reported that the Dunbar Library wished to 
have a telephone* She reported the cost would be ilQ* 00 
Installation foe and monthly charges. It was moved 

by Hr. Tier that the telephone be installed* Hot Ion Was 
seconded by Mrs. Neighbors and carried. The Director 
reported that a direct line with an unlisted number was 
needed at the main library. It was decided to delay 
action on this matter,

Summary of a letter wh 1 ch the library had received 
from the Urban Renewal Office was discussed. It was 
noted that the library building is within the bounds of 
the Urban Renewal Program. 

The Director reported that the library had been the 
recelpient of seven sets of sixty records each from the 
Columbia Record Co* Sne reported the value to be 

something like 51,000*00 and that this w s quite a nice 
gift to the library. As soon as they have been catalogued 
and processed they would be distributed to the various 
branches in the region.

It was moved by Mr, Perry and seconded by Mrs* Neighbors 
that a Christmas bonus be riven to the staff. -he amount to 
be as follows; - 25,00 to full-time employees and ■,;15-0D to 
part-time employees. The amount to be given to the hourly 
workers would be determined by the Chairman and the Director* 
Motion was carried* 

The Director reported that she had called the Assistant 
Di re c t or of the i Vo r s i t y Libra ry , Ml s s Pr it z, to ascer ta in 
the pay scale for student assistants at tne university 
Library, It was learned that the -regional Library's pay 
scale was somewhat lower than the bniverl sty 1 s * bhe 
recommended that the -°oerd riv^ consideration to raising 
the hourly wage of some of the sti ent assistants now 
employed t he 1 1 hr a ry. It w a s m ov ed by Kr , hi « r a nd 
sec ond e d by Mrs. He : nd on h 'll t ha t t he C h a 1 r m an a nd Di re c t or 
be given author! t y to grant small i no re ?ses t o the at u r :1 en t 
aBhistniibfi in the library. '■Lotion carried.
